Reference memorandum from Mr. Roach to Mr. Belmon 
captioned ”Buplans - Operation Alert 1958, July 15-18, 1958, 
(Recommendations),” dated October 8, 19 58. 

Reference memo pointed out that streamlining of 
communications procedures is considered as handled with the 
exception of some minor changes in message logging procedures. 



Our logging procedures had been patterned after but 
were more simplified than those recommended by the Interagency 
^Communications System (ICS). They were designed to produce 
quickly the statistical information required by the Domestic 
Intelligence Division and for post-exercise communications reports 
on ICS traffic required by the ICS. 

We can cut our message logging by 50%, eliminate any 
duplication of logging, and still produce the necessary infor- 
mation for the Domestic Intelligence Division and for the ICS 
and retain sufficient records to prevent loss or delays in 
processing messages. Unless advised to the contrary, the stream- 
lining of the message logging procedures will be effected during 
the next communications operation at the relocation site. 


This completes the streamlining of our communications 
procedures at the relocation site and will enable us to do without 
the services, during a test exercise, of 4 employees, 2 clerks 
from the Cryptanalysis Translation Section of the Laboratory andj 
2 Clerk-typists borrowed from the Records Branch. 

RECOMMENDATION : 

That this memorandum be forwarded to the Domestic 
Intelligence Division for appropriate action.
